On the other hand, the Republicans

right and all else wrong, (hose who 
show resistance to thf proclamations 
of Govfii-cor Taylor ere in rebellion 
against the commonwealth. They will 
resist any attempt of anq kind to re- 
move them from their position around 
the capital, meeting force with force, 
auii that means tivil war. 


The first clash came when Alonzo 


Walker, a stenographer employed by 
the Democratic attorneys, was placed 
under arrest in the capitol grounds 


i charged with conduct, tending to incite 


rmiTitiuy and riot. The conduct con- 
sisted in pinning to the door of the 
private office of Governor Taylor a 
notice that the Democratic attorneys 
would appear before Judge Cantrili of 
tbe circuit court and ask for an in- 
junction restraining Governor Taylor 
from all Interference with the move- 
meats of the legislature and from his 
announced attempt to remove It 
to 


London, in this state. 
' Walker was at once taken into cus- 
tody by orders of Colonel Roger Wil- 
liams, the commiir.ding; officer of the 
forces now gathered around the capi- 
tol. The Injunction will be asked, and 
there is no doubt that it will be grant- 
ed. Judge Cantrili has the reputation 
of btiing a man who will attempt by 
oil means in his power to enforce the 
rulings handed down Irom his bench. 
Ho wtU most certainly use all the pow- 
er in bis hands to secure the operation 
ot his injunction. It is equally certain 
that the Republicans will pay no at- 
tention to Judge Cantrili or his writs.

9!or« Les;al Complications. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 3.—It is expec- 


ted by the 
Republicans that they 


will hare a good legal defense against 
the claim of the Democrats that Gov- 
ernor Goebel is governor of Kentucky 
by the fact that the law provides that 
all joint sessions shall be held in the 
state legislative chamber. The jojat 
session was held in the parlors of the 
Capitol hotel, and" not in the capital 
building. The Democratic attorneys 
say the position taken by the Repub- 
licans is not tenable, and the state leg- 
islative chamber is the place in which 
the state legislature chooses to meet. 
It is not necessary, they say, that the 
meetings should be held witbltt any. 
certain building. Another complication 
that may arise is over the vote of the 
senate upon the seating of Governor 
Goebel. Nineteen votes were cast; the 
number '-not 'beirie; a guornra; aa there 
we properly''38 nsemberB'it .thft,senato.;

Action of Democratic Members. 
Frankfort, Ky., "Fb. 3.—-The Demo- 


cratic members" of the legislature ef- 
fected a regular organization for the 
first time since the swearing in of-Gov- 
ernor Goebel. A secret session of the 
members of both houses was held in 
one of the parlors of tue Capitol hotel, 
at which the election of William Goe- 
bel as governor and J. C.-W. Bcckham 
as lieutenant governor was re-afiirmed 
2i's£; in separate sessions of the touse 
and senate and afterward in a joint 
.session. Preceding this action 
the 


members of the senate elected as presi- 
dent pro tern Senator Carter. A com- 
mittee ol the members of the house, 
composed of Representatives Finn. 
Laferty and Coehran, was also ap- 
pointed to draw up a set of resolutions 
showing the condition of affairs as.it 
exists at the state capital, and cover- 
ing thoroughly the Democratic side of 
the controversy. These resolutions will 
be formally presented to the next ses- 
sion of the Democratic members of the 
legislature, to be held Monday. Some 
action Is expected at the session Mon- 
day in regard to offering a reward of 
?50,QOQ for the arrest and conviction o* 
the 'assassin of Governor Goebei. 


President Will ;\m Interfere. 


•Washington, Feb. 3.— Nearly the en- 
tire time of the cabinet meeting was 
taken up in a discussion of Kentucky 
and of the rights and duties of 
the 


president iu connection therewith. Al- 
most immediately on the receipt of 
Governor Taylor's message, the pres- 
ident took up the question and coun-

In making the offer of the reward Gov.- 
ernor Taylor states that the authori- 
ties of Franklin county, in which the 
crlmo was committed, have never^ re- 
quested him to .officially offer a 're- 
ward, and he therefore offers ?500 as 
an individual. 


Sympathy For (Joebel. 


Jacfeon, Miss., Feb. 2.— At the ses- 


sion of the lower house a resolution 
WHS unanimously adopted endorsing 
the course pursued by the Democratic 
element of the Kentucky legislature. 
The resolution deplored the attempted 
assassination of Governor Goebel, ami 
tendered sympathy to his relatives and 
supporters.

In the Senate. 


Senator Sieber introduced a bill pro- 


posing to make mortgage holders pay 
the proportion of taxes on real estate 
repiesented by their securities, by a 
method somewhat different from those 
proposed heretofore, u adds a. section 
to 2792 of the Revised Statutes, re- 
quiring security holders to pay those 
taxes, and exempting mortgagee! real 
estate to the extent of its incumbrance. 
If the owner of the property pays all 
the taxes, the excess over his real in- 
terest in it shall constitute a payment 
on the debt to the mortgagee. 


Another bill by Senator Sieber pro- 


poses, to require foreign corporations on 
securing license to do business in Ohio 
to pay the same fee they would have 
bad to pay had they incorporated un- 
der Ohio laws. 


Senator Long introduced a bill for 


the relief of Guard Lauterbaugh of the 
state prison, who was shot and Killed 
by Convicts Atkinson and O'Neill two 
years ago. 
The bill proposes to pay 


to her 52,000. and. to each of their chil- 
dren SI,000.

dcpteeiutlon or disapproval ot the efforts 
of sympathizers to promote the cause of 
tile South African states,' t>nr every one 
will recognize that It would be uuvrlne as 
well as improper for me to identify myself 
with nny meeting where the administra- 
tion Is liable to be attacked.

Several aundred thousand toas of Ca- 
toan iron have already beec sliipijetl to 
3iew Or'eaas. most or it tbe wreckage 
of tbe long war. 
The junk market Is 


likely to be provided with the stuff. 
most of which was iuteoded to be used 
aigaiast Americans. It is one of the 
automalies and surprises of war that 
the Immense store of shot and shell 
•whicii the Spaniards accumulated in 
•dubs, for the subjugation or the natives 
.and the Jinijfiiihitioa of the Americans 
should at- last Und its way to the Unit- 
ed States to be made into plows and 
«ther agricultural implements. It is 
tiut another version of the Roman ad- 
age of turainsr the sword iato a reaping 
liook.

A number of American dealers in 


Iroa, convinced from what they saw in 
tlie newspapers that there must be a. 
large amount of old iron ID Cuba as 
tie. result of "the destructive war there, 
sent agents down there to buy up such 
Iron us they could find. The result ex- 
ceeded expectations. Cuba was literal- 
Jy full of junk and with enough old 
Iron to keep a dozen foundries at work, 


A single purchaser from Ohio, A. O. 


Sayler, found no difficulty iu buying np 
.and shipping away over 33,000 tons of 
old Iron and stqel. says the New York 
Hnn. The ouik' of this was debris of 
the war, or, rather, of the o!d military 
system 5n Ci3l>a, 
In 3iorro and Caba 


nas fortresses, for instance, >Ir. Sai'le 
purchased. DO less than 4.000 tons o 
cannon bails. They were obsolete pro- 
JectiJea. the old fashioned round sblit 
shot intended for the antique mnzzle 
loading puns. Many of them had been 
•in the fortresses for decades, probab!: 
for a century or more, piled tip ia the 
old fashioned pyramidal form. . They 
were really junk, of no value in mod 
em warfare, and the authorities were 
jrlad to set rid of them fit bargain 
counter prices. They were shipped to 
.Americas foundries and will be made 
Into stoves- and pots and pans. 


.Next in importance to the fortresses 


as iron mines were the sugar planta- 
tions. There is always a. great deal o( 
Junk on them as improvements in sug 
jar machinery induced the planters to 
set rid of their oil! presses and buy 
new ones. The war increased this 
Junk, for the Cubans and Spaniards 
•-burned hundreds of sugar houses, ieav- 
iag beliibiJ only the iron. Mr, Sityler 
says that . each sugar house yielded 
several thousand tons of iron. Much 
•of tfcJs was coLiveyec! to Havana and 
-exported to -the United States, but not 
.one-quarter of what couid have been 
•obtained, the chief difficulty being the 
Sitck J of transportation and the 
diffi- 


•calty of getting the iron to the railroad 
fcy wnk-lt it coaJd be taken to market. 
The iron brings little, and in 'sssany 
eases the owaers of plantations were 
•willies to give It away to any one who 
•syonld remove it. Even when on the 
railroad the iron can be purchased at 
from $±50 to S3 a ton. 


Next in Importance to the planta- 


tions as ; a source of old iron are the 
Uiree military trochas built across the 
island by General Weyler. They are 
now being dismantled and are yieldFug 
ja iargre Quantity of railroad iron, most 
of wbich.is being shipped to tbe United 
States. Tbe blockhouses erected along 
the Jiaei.of 'tiic trochas and the rail- 
roads also contained a good deaf of oid 
iron, several of them being entirely 
plated! ana made Jronclad with old rail- 
road iron, which protected the Spanish 
soldiers .within from bnlieta. 


The purchase of iron in Cuba, and its 


shjpm«nt,to .'tlie United States have tem- 
porarily ceased because the marketing 
<»? tfce sagnr crop is keepins tho i -ail- 
roads and -the teamsters and loaders 
generally busy, but it will begtn again 
in the sprlnj:: as soon as all the crops 
are Eoar]-;-eted, and in spite of the large 
amount of 'iron esported from Cuba. 
tfie sapjdy there is .said to be scarcely 
touched.

BencheB Formed tor Driftwood From 


All Over the World. 


One of the greatest curiosities noted 


by travelers in Alaska is the wonderful 
haven of driftwood on the coast be- 
tween Yakatag and 
KyaU 
islands, 


some 1,200 or 1,500 miles northeast 
from Seattle. 
The constant deposit 


of logs and driftwood in this particular 
spot, which has been going oa for hun- 
dreds, perhaps thousands, of years, is 
due to the phenomena of the tides, the 
Pacific gulf stream, the mysterious 
ocean currents and tbe peculiar forma- 
tion of the shore lines at that point 


Logs and timbers are readily identi- 


fied there as having come from Japan, 
China^ India and other parts of Asia, 


mingled as -well as fronj California. Washing- 


on and other parts of tbe American 
continent. There are Cno iogs of the | 
cimpiior tree, the mahogany, the red- 
wood and tbe pine in this driftase. 
Some of those from the state of Wash- 
njrtou contain the names of tbe men 
who felled the trees and of the saw- 
mills for which they were destined, 
but never reached. Logs .eight feet in 
diameter are in this novel woodyard. 
ind some entire trees 150 feet long are 
there, uplifted by the roots, cast into 
;he sea by some terrible tempest and 
sent floating round the world. Other 
Arsons on the beach descry biff trees 
3oating 
shoreward, 
with 
fantastic 


roots above the waves like some sea 
monster. One beach after another has 
been formed by the floating timbers, 
and a little distance back from the 
shore the deposits are so old that the 
wood in some places Is petrified, while 
a little deeper .in the earth it has turn- 
ed into coal. The newor logs are with- 
out bark and £s hard as stone, due, it 
is thought, to their long immersion In 
salt water. 
They have all taken on a 


whitish appearance. In places the 
timbers are piled 20 feet high; at other 
points they rise to a height of only 
four or five feet. 


Under this wonderful beach are found 


large quantities of dart, ruby sand, 
rich in fine particles of -gold, for tbe 
separation of which no'successful proc- 
ess has yet been discovered.—Chicago 
Times-Herald.

Wash both 
sides of the body, along each leg and 
down the tail. Do not get water in the 
ears, as it 2s liable to cause canker.

According to the ordinary view the 


sun is constantly radiating heat in all 
directions and, I think, it is generally 
supposed that only a'small portion of 
thib heat encounters material bodies 
at any distance, however great, says 
Knowledge. If so, the question arises: 
What becomes of the residue? Phys- 
ical research leads us to believe that 
heat cannot be destroyed, but only 
transformed; yet many persons seem 
to think that this heat vanishes like a 
ghost 
without 
transformation 
and 


without producing any 
effect. This 


may be so. but it-is so much opposed 
to physical analogies that we should be 
slow to accept it unless on the basis of 
definUe observations wh'ch, I think, it 
will bp admitted, ar^ not at present 
forthcoming 
Nor can v, e confine the 


qaestion to the sun 
The loss o£ ra- 


diant heat must (on the theory which 
I am now considering) extend to all 
the stars. A larger portion of 
the 


heat -ot some of them is no doubt in- 
tercepted by other bodies, but some of 
it must escape—vanish. 
The whole 


universe is losing heat: or, at least it 
is losing motion, for the supply ot heat 
may be temporarily kept up by the 
conversion of motion into heat (as, for 
example, by a bombardment of me- 
teorites). But that a good part of the 
radiant heat vanishes, thus lessening 
the total amount of force—of heat anil 
its equnalerts—-in tl>p universe, seems 
to b*> a common opinion This theory, 
howevpT (for, ot coarsp anything on 
the subject is theory), will strike many 
of your readers as unsatisfactory for 
physical not metaphj sicai or theolog- 
IfjlF reasons 
But if this, heat be not 


lost what becon-ips of it" If the sun's 
rays and those of the stars always met 
with some material 
body, however 


great its distance might bo, the prob- 
lem would be solved; there -would be 
no loss of heat to the universe. The 
sun may at present be radiating more 
than it receives, and, consequently, 
cooling; but in traveling through 
space it may reach other regions in 
nhicn tbfse conditions, will 
oe 
re- 


versed. But it seems plain that if this 
be the case, tho greater part of 
the 


bodies ~hich encounter tbe solar heat 
are dark bodies, or else that there is 
an absorption ot 
light in passing 


through the ether. Such an absorption 
of light and heat by the ether—as 
maintained I believe l>j Uie great ob- 
server Stiuve—would equally solve the 
problem; for the Sight and heat thus 
absorbed could not be lost, and would 
probably be given back by the ether 
to material bodies in some manner not 
vet traced 
Otherwise it would change 


the properties of the ether. A third 
possible alteinattve is that radiation, 
like gravitation, only acts between ma- 
terial bodies, and that, though, like 
gravitation, it acts on a material body 
in any direction and follows it in ai! 
its movements, there is no expenditure 
of £01 ce in the directions in which no 
material body is encountered. On this 
theory also tnere would be no loss of 
heat. There w>uld only be an Inter- 
change of the same kind as If every 
heit ra> ultimately encountered a ma-
